Verdict Seen Today 
In a Second Trial

WARSAW, July 19—Six men 
fnvolved in riots last month 
against proposed food-price in- 
creases in Poland were téday 
given sentences rangmg up to 
10 years in jail. 

They were convicted of taking 
Part in δου violence and dam- 
aging public property at Radom, 
south of Warsaw. 

The judge’ said that the sen- 
tences were severe because some 
of the men had previous con- 
Victions and others were social 
Parasites—a term. for persons 
who have no regular employ- 
ment. 

Press reports described the sr 
ΒΞ particularly aggressive. The 
youngest defendant, aged 18, was 
Jailed for five scars.

Leader, 70, Runs One-Man State 


Ivory Coast, French Worry 


About ‘After Houphouetisme’ 
By John Darnton Ὁ 


ABIDJAN. Ivory Goast, July 19 
ONYT).—President Felix Hou- 
phouet-Boigny makes his coun- 
trymen Nervous when he says 
that, like George Washington, he 
would like to return to his plan- 
tation and slip into retirement. 

Ever since the Ivory Coast be- 
ceme independent in 1960, Mr. 
Houphouet-Boigny has ruled over 
the prosperous country with pa- 
ternal majesty, winning over 
political opponents by the un- 
settling tactics of reasoning with 
them and offering them jobs. 
He has achieved not just a one- 
party state, but a one-man state, 
and now that he is 70, people 
are worrying what will happen 
—as it is delicately put—“after 
Houphouetisme.” 

Particularly anxious are the 
Prench. They are 45,000 strong 
here and hold so many positions 
of hidden power in government 
and of open control in industry 
that neighboring Ghanaians joke 
that the Ivory Coast ought to 
declare itself 8: colony again to 
get rid of them. 

On paper, the succession prob- 
lem has been solved. At a party 
congress last October. the Pres- 
ident announced, amid sighs of 
relief, that he would stand for 
another five-year term. “In these 
difficult times,” he said, “with 
countries floating like anchorless 
boats on the turbulent waves, a 
nation must keep its captain.” 
The following month he was 
elected without opposition, by a 
majority of 99.8 per cent.

Thére is one way, it seems to us, in tvhich 
the Republicans could dig their own political 
erave for 1976 as surely as anything can be 
done in US. polities, That is by caipitulat- 
ing to the far right wing of the party that 
forms the core support of Ronald Reagan in 
his quest for the nomination. 

To put it in the crudest political terms. the 
far right of the GOP has no place else to go; 
yet thé nomination of Reagan for the pres- 
idency (or, for that matter, even for the vice-

aliendte the most important centrist and 
Uberal segments of the Reépublican party, 
Without whose aupport it could not con- 
celvably achieve national success.

The Rising Yen 


tm recent months, the United States and 
éther Western Industrial countries have been 
critical of Japan for allegedly preventing a 
rise In the value of the yen, in order to help 
Japanese export sales. 

Last week the value of the Japanese yen 
started rising against the dollar—in effect. 
depreciation of the dollar and appreciation 
of the yen. It is not clear whether this oc- 
curred becausé the Japanese government has 
decided to accede to Western criticism or 
despite Japan's refusal to stop intervening 
to hold down the vaiue of the yen. 

The Bank of Japan has certainly been 
buying ἃ Jot of dollars—as much 85 $200 τα]!-- 
lion a day. according to some reports.

Unfortunately, undér the inurky condi- 


tions of interuational finance and the inh- 
certairi rules of the present internitiohal 
monetary system, nobody can be entirely 
sure when a nation is intervening to block 
a tise in its currency in order to help its 
export industries and when {t is simply try- 
ing to smooth erratic fluctuations. But the 
burden of proof certainly ought to be upon 
thé nation that heavily and continuously 
intervenes to check a Tise in the vaiue of 
its money. 

International surveillance and criticism, 
such as are now being carried out on a 
somewhat catch-as-catch-can basis, ought 
to he regularized and formalized Within thé 
International Monetary Fund. 

Firmer guidelines are needed to enable 
countries to know when interventién to curb 
or support their currency will be régarded 
as acceptable and when intervention will bé 
seen as a form of unfair tradé practice— 
likely to invite retaliation by others, Fair 
exchange-rate behavior needs to be seen as 
the necessary adjunct to lberal trade and

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THE SEARCH FOR JFK 
By Joan and Cley Blair 17. Berkley/Putnam’s. 608 pp. $12.93.

PF the November 1955 issue of 
the Journal of the American 
‘Medical Association, a team of 
surgeons described how complicat- 
€d surgery had been successfully 
carried out at a New York hos- 
pital on a patient with a chronic 
condition which had previously 
been thought to make operating 
too dangerous. 


The 37-year-old patient was 
John F. Kennedy. At the time 
of the operations (Oct. 21, 19541 
he was the junior senator from 
Massachusetts, The New ‘York 
‘Times carried three short news 
isems about the surgery. 


None mentioned that Kennedy 
bad Addison's disease. And each 
story related the senator's back 
problems to his wartime service 
in PT boats in the South Pacific. 

Br dosged pamsteking re- 
search, Joan and Clay Blair 
discovered that JFE’s back prob- 
lems didn't start on PT-109, nor 
—as earlier accounts sometimes 
suggested—ith a Harvard foot- 
ball injury. Ambassador and 
Mrs. Joseph P. Kennedy's second 
son was born with a rare and 
serious condition known to medi- 
eine as an “unstable back.” 


Certainly there are ironies 
about both the diagnosis and the 
treatment in view of the words 
that were written about the 
patient’s youth and vigor. fThe 
disease was fatal until the late 
19408 when a treatment was dis- 
covered.) 


Why did the Blairs pursue the 
truth about Kennedy's health in 
unrelenting detail? 


Τὸ was not, they insist, mere 
‘woyeurism, and they persuade by 
their tone and seriousness that 
they are right. 


The medical record was only 
cne aspect of John Kennedy's 
biography—and. the. biography of 
the Eennedy clan as a whole— 
which was systematically doc- 
tored. ἡ 


Yet this is not a muckraking 
biography im the usual sense. The 
authors take the view that the 
reality of the Kennedy clan dif- 
fered from the public, image. 
They describe JFK as growing up 
in “the shadow of a domineering, 
unscrupulous, absentee father, a 
devoutly religious absentee moth- 
er, and a bullying sibling. Joe 
junior." He grew up with “a 
chary, if not cynical, view of love 
‘and marriage,” and they find his 
“womanizing” unattractive. Yet 
even the censorious Blairs con- 


cede that Kennedy emerged from 
these unfortunate influences “re- 
markably free of disabling neu- 
roses.” 


The man, in fact, emerges 
essentially unscathed from the 
demolition of the myth. That is 
greatly to the Bilsirs’ credit, as 
well as to his own. 


if his fame as a War hero was 
manuiactured, his courage in the 
South Pacific is not called in 
question, and his conrage im over- 
coming constant pain was great. 


If he did lend himself, after 
the event, to maintaining the 
half-truths or  less-than-half- 
truths invented about his lfe, 
that seems to me less reprehen- 
sible than inventing them. 

How much, the Biairs ask, do 
the omissions and distortions 
‘that went into the building of 
the Eennedy legend matter? 


They show that “shrewd mani- 
‘pulation of the media can make 
@ man president of the United 
States. We think that matters.” 


Indeed it does. . What is more 
questionable is the Blairs’ sugges- 
tion that Joseph P. Kennedy sr. 
discovered that proposition. 


‘The ambassador is, in fact. the 
Tost intriguing and in a sense 
the dominant figure in this book 
—all the more so because he 


- stands partly in the shadows. 


There he is pushing his son 
into politics, and organizing vic- 
tory: wheedling the New Yorker 
into letting the Reader's Digest 
reprint John Hersey's article 
about the PT-109, and flattering 
the Reader’s Digest into wanting 
it; imposing the stern code of 
puritan ambition, and also dat- 
ing his son's girlfriends; ambig- 
uous, ambitious, utterly relent- 
Jess, the creator and orchestrator 
of the most powerful political 
myth of our times. 


The Blairs’ biography only 
covers the 12 years from John 
Kennedy's leaving Choate School 
in 1935 to his sickness in 1947, 
-and at the end they hal promise 
to write a second volume, carry- 
ing the story further, if the Ken- 
nedy family will allow them 
access to the material they wouid 
need. That would be worth read- 
ing, if it is as well researched 
and as well written as this book. 


But I would prefer that they 
take on the even harder task of 
excavating the ambassador from 
the strata of myth in which he 
is covered, and from which even 
Richard Whalen’s excellent biog- 
raphy has not completely remov- 
ed him. More than Roosevelt. 
more than Howard Hughes or 
Richard Nixon, certainly more 
than his own son, Joseph P, Ken- 
nedy now seems to be the repre- 
sentative mythic hero of America 
in the first half of the 20th cen- 
tury.

Touché—Soviet Plot Foiled 


MONTREAL, July 19 'UPI).—Russia’s Boris Onischenko. | 


former Olympie gold medalist and three-time world champion. 
was disqualified from the Olympic modern pentathion today 
when officials found a “bugging device” in his epee at the 


fencing event. 
Carl Schwende, the officlal in charge of the modern 


pentathion fencing events, said Onischenko’s epee had been 
Tigged so it would indicate a touch on an opponent when it 
did not occur. Fencing is judged electronically and a hit is 
registered by an impulse passed down the weapon and wired 
to a special board so that Judges can see who got the first 


touch. 

“The weapon had been tampered with,” said Schwende. 
“Someone had wired it in such a way that it would score a 
winning hit without even making contact.” 

The disqualification came when the Russian was fencing 
in the second rotwnd against Britain's Jeremy Fox. As Onis- 
chenko made a lunge. Fox withdrew, but the Russian'’s light 
went on registering a hit. 

Fox immediately protested to the judges because it was . 
obvious no contact had been made and the judges ordered an 


immediate enquiry. 


The disqualification knocked the three-man Rusman team 
out of the team event, although Pavel Lednev and Boris Mosolov 
will continue to compete for the individual medal.

Youth in Search of Their Armenian Past

YRREvan, U.S.5.R.—The rickety old bus 
lurched, leaned and bounced over the 
mountain roads, exuding happy sounds 
that made haying farmers and laconic 
cattle drivers swivel and stare. 

“Feeling Groovy.” in English, then “Beau- 
tiful Yerevan.” “M-i-c-k-e-y, M-o-u-s-e" 
and “God Bless America” sandwiched be- 
tween “Glorious Armenian Nation” and, 
during a set of hairy curves, “The Lord's 
Prayer” in Armenian, 

The bus was packed with Armenian- 
American youths, 15 to 25-year-olds, in 
Soviet Armenia for 2 month to absorb the 
culture and explore the land of their 
fathers, to reinforce their sense of identity. 

Ou one recent day, after morning lectures 
on language and history, their bus tour 
took them to a pre-Christian temple and 
8. millennium-old monastery. The apt on 
somewhere between a pilgrimage ‘and 
church picnic, and the youngsters wae 
proudly Armenian yet irrepressibly Amer- 
ican. [ 


A Goddess 


At the pagan fertility temple at Garni, 
they listened keenly to a brief historical 
account by their tour leader, Father Nersess 

Springfield, Mass. But reverence 
evaporated when one girl giggled: “I want 
to be a goddess.” Ν 

At the monastery at Gekhard, they 
prayed and chanted in solemn, haunting 
harmony within a chapel hewn from solid 
rock. But once outside they tossed 2 base- 
ball (until someone threw it into the creek) 
and then flipped a red Frisbee lazily 
around the courtyard as 8. young resident 
priest looked on enviously. 

“τ think we have the best of both worids,” 
said 16-year-old Ardag Tachkapoulan of 
Los Angeles, somewhat shy about using 
such weighty words. Sut it was undeniable 
that they enjoyed the affluence of America 
and the extended-family feeling that em- 
braces Armenians around the worid. 

At the monastery, as the kids wolfed 
down seusage-like lula kebab and stone- 
baked bread in the open courtyard, the 
bearded and portly abbot, Vahan Derian, 
became suddenly agitated. He stared at a 
boy, hugged him, moved back for better 
perspective, then rushed forward to em- 
brace him again. 


“Bes Atman Migridichian's uncle,” 
squealed one girl. 

‘Well. not exactly uncle to the embar- 
ressed Massachusetts boy who endured one 
crunching bear hug sfter another from 
the oki abbot. More like the ot 
the abbot’s brother or of the abbot's first 
cousin. No one got it clear. 

“That's just part of belmg Armenian,” 
said Caroline Kakligian. 

The 20-year-old Fresno, Calif, woman 
recounted meeting an older woman who 
“said she had a brother in Los Angeles, 
who owned a toy company, named Ararat 
of course, and did I knéw him? Now 
how many Armenians in California? A 
hundred thousand? But everyone's sup- 
posed to know every other Armenian, 
everyone is everyone else's cousin or same- 


‘thing if youre Armenian.” She grinned 


happily. 

‘This is the seventh year that Faiher 
Jebejian has brought a youth group (37, 
including two Canadians, this year) to 
Soviet Armenia. About half had their 
fares paid by Alex Manoogian, a leading 
Armenian philanthropist in the United 
States, while the rest paid their own way. 
Here, most of the costs are borne by the

nia, all the youngsters were enthusiastic 
about the experience, some had 
qnaliticstions that suggested new discov- 

es. 

“Tt is more beautiful than they described

Bello, Calif., “like Sumday school stories and 
Pictures come to life.” 

“Well,” admitted another girl, “I was 
disappointed at how dirty the buildings 
where my relatives lived were, in the hali~ 


usually middle-class businessmen doing 
okay, and maybe I expected more because 
they are Armenians.” 

“The women kept asking me how many 
children I have.” complained a 21-year-old 
woman from Toronto. “I said I wasn't 
married so they wanted me to find a 
husband here and stay. 

“You know,” she added pensively, “the 
women asked about our life but only to 
satisfy themselves that they are better off 
here. ‘You have material things, but we 


have the life,’ they said. Maybe so, but I 
prefer back home,” she said.

here but most were against the idea, some 


adamantly.

“I'm here to learn about 
Armenia but for my own satisfaction, not 
to stay.”

life back home. - 
“And Armenians are business people. 
They enjoy life. They feel squashed in this 


stretching toward the megnificent snow 
peaks of Mt. Ararat, or the trauma at the 
monument to the million Armenians killed 
by the Turks in 1915. “We were all crying, 
me too,” seid Armen Jermakian, a high 
school math teacher from Massachusetts 
who was an adult cheperon to the eroup. 

“When I was growing up,” said Arthur 
Horhoroury of Ellington, Conn., another 
chaperon, “it wasn't easy to be Armenian 
in America. 1 used to sey I was Italian or 
Greek. If i said Armenian the kids would 
ask if that was a social disease. I married 
@ Scots gitl, my father cut me off. Here 
and now for the first time, I really feel 
Armenian.” : 

“Maybe it was hard for our fathers,” 
said one girl, “but it's different for us. 
Then a lot of Armenians married outside, 
but now Armenians are more often marry- 
ing Armenians. I know Td like to marry 
Armenian if I can.” 

The outing ended as it began, in a kind 
of counterpoint singing in Armenian and 
English: 


We've come from many places 

Found our large family and moved 

To deautiful Yerevan, our fatherland 

There is no longer 

Michigan, Pennsylvania, Mosssohuactty, 
Canada, California... 


And then in English, “My Favorite 
Things” and “Leaving on a Jet Plane” and 
“Homeward Bound.” In the end, it seemed 
to the outsider that the basic melody, while 
enriched by Armenian, was American.
